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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
December 4, 1981 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 


In light of current economic conditions, November receipts are better than I ex- 
pected: Missouri’s general revenue collections for November jumped 13.5 percent 
over November, 1980, receipts. 


November's $187.9 million general revenue total was boosted significantly by 
$80.7 million in individual income tax receipts for the month, a 15.2 percent in- 
crease over individual income tax receipts for November, 1980. 


It is interesting to note that last November's individual income tax receipts 
likewise had posted an increase — up 15% over November, 1979. 


More than $90.2 million in sales tax receipts boosted November figures almost 16 
percent higher than sales tax figures for November a year ago. 


Motor vehicle sales tax for November totaled more than $2 million, down almost 
1.8 percent from November, 1980. 


Meanwhile, corporate income tax receipts finished 14.3 percent above Novem- 
ber, 1980, collections, for a total of $3.9 million. 


Five months into the fiscal year, total general revenue is running 8 percent ahead 
of the same period last fiscal year. 

Although November receipts show promise, the remaining seven months of the 
fiscal year must show a substantial increase over the eight percent growth figure to 
meet the overall 11.7 percent annual growth projection, on which the state budget 
is based.
